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CONFERENCE  REPORT. 


The  Presidents  of  Branches  and  Travelling  Elders  of  the  London 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  assembled 
in  the  Eastern  Lecture  Hall,  Church  Lane,  "Whitechapel,  on  Saturday  the 
6th  day  of  December,  1851,  at  3 o’Clock,  p.m.,  for  the  transaction  of 
Conference  business. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  singing  and  prayer  by  Elder  Gates. 

On  motion  by  Elder  Kelsey,  it  was  agreed  that  Elder  J.  T.  Geary  be 
appointed  Assistant-Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

President  Kelsey  then  said,  “ My  mind  has  been  so  much  exercised  of 
late — that  it  will  take  me  some  time  to  get  into  the  spirit  of  the  business 
which  we  have  to  transact.  I desire  that  you  will  not  get  into  the  spirit 
of  haste.  We  have  a good  supply  of  refreshment,  and  I may  say  that,  for 
this  day  our  bread  is  given  and  our  water  is  sure.  I find  that  a number  of 
the  Branches  are  reporting  a great  many  more  members  than  they  can 
find.  This  arises  from  the  mis-management  of  persona  who  were  formerly 
the  Clerks  of  those  Branches.  In  the  Record-Book  of  Theobalds  Road 
Branch  they  have  the  names  of  a great  number  of  persons  of  whom  they 
know  nothing.  In  order  to  remedy  this  evil,  let  the  Clerk  of  each 
Branch  make  out  a list  of  the  names  of  the  lost  members,  and  then  let  him 
read  it  before  the  Coimcil  Meeting.  In  this  way  you  will  find  some  of 
them.  Tlien  let  the  list  be  read  before  the  Church  Meeting.  In  this  way 
you  vrill  find  many  more,  and  what  you  cannot  find  in  this  way,  you  may 
report  as  scattered  members  : you  must  not  cut  them  off — for  they  may  be 
in  good  standing ; but  owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  which  they 
may  be  placed,  they  may  not  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings.  I brought 
this  matter  before  you  at  the  last  Conference ; but  after  a little  consultation 
vdth  Elder  Wallace,  I thought  it  wise  to  defer  it  until  the  present.  I would 
have  been  happy  to  have  read  to  this  meeting  a Report  of  the  Book 
Agency ; but  owing  to  the  change  of  agent,  we  have  not  been  able  to 
prepare  one  in  time.  However,  it  will  be  published  in  the  Conference 
Report. — I wish  Elder  Armstrong  to  retire  in  the  side  room — for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  various  monies  from  the  Presidents  of  Branches, 
who  will,  as  they  shall  be  called  upon,  wmt  upon  him  for  that  purpose. — 
Elder  Geary  will  now  call  upon  the  Presidents  of  Branches  to  give  in  their 
Reports.  If  the  Branches  have  not  removed  their  places  of  meetmg,  the 
Presidents  will  please  to  say,  ‘ the  same.’  ”

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After  the  Reports  of  the  Branches  had  been  given  in.  President  Kelsey 
then  said,  You  will  remember  at  last  Conference  it  was  Resolved  that 
Collections  be  taken  up  in  each  Branch  throughout  this  Conference  for  the 
purpose  of  liquidating  the  Conference  debt.*  This  was  unanimously  agreed 
to,  and,  yet  I believe  that  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  Branches  have 
done  so.  There  ought  to  be  a Conference  Fund  in  each  Conference  of  any 
size.  When  a Travelling  Elder  comes  to  town,  it  would  not  do  to  send 
him  a begging  ; therefore  there  ought  to  be  means  provided  to  help  him. 
Elder  Wallace  and  Dr.  Richards  are  poor,  and  I have  had  to  help  them.  I 
have  had  to  render  some  assistance  to  the  Travelling  Elders,  and  to  keep 
up  their  supply  of  Tracts.  I have  likewise  had  to  assist  sister  Woodward, 
I have  given  her  Ten  Shillings  per  week.  These  expenses  will  continue 
with  you — and  hence  the  necessity  of  a Conference  Fund.  I suspect  that 
we  are  behind  with  this  fund.  I am  not  prepared  to  say  how  much,  at 
present,  but  there  will  certainly  be  a considerable  deficiency,  and  the 
question  before  the  meeting  is — how  is  the  money  to  be  raised?” 

Elders  Marsden,  Squires,  Lewis,  and  Slack,  expressed  themselves  to  the 
effect,  that  they  would  do  their  utmost  in  their  respective  fields  of  labour, 
towards  raising  the  sum  that  might  be  necessary  to  meet  the  defieiency. 

Elder  Wall^e  said,  " In  order  to  equalise  the  burden  according  to 
righteousness,  it  would  be  necessary  that,  the  Reading,  Kent,  Essex,  and 
Lands  End  Conferences,  should  pay  an  equal  share,  according  to  their 
numerical  strength,  with  the  London  Conference.” 

It  was  then  moved  and  carried  unanimously,  that  this  should  be  the  case. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  sister  Woodward  be  supported  by  the  joint 
efforts  of  the  above  named  five  Conferences. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  a Conference  Fund  be  raised  in  the  London 
Conference,  in  the  proportion  of  £1.  per  One  Hundred  Members  for  each 
Three  Months. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  a Collection  be  taken  up  in  each  Branch  in 
the  London  Conference,  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  each  Month,  for  the 
support  of  Elder  Marsden  and  family. 

Moved  and  earned,  that  the  Tottenham  Branch  be  henceforth  called  the 
Stoke  Newington  Branch. 

Elder  Snow  then  addressed  the  meeting.  He  said,  “ I perceive  it  is 
with  you  as  it  is  with  us  all — work  ! work ! It  is  a privilege  which  we  all 
enjoy,  that  we  have  a constant  increase  of  care.  It  is  pleasant  to  swim  in 
deep  water,  if  we  know  how  to  swim, — it  is  peculiarly  the  case  with  the 
Latter-Day  Saints.  You  are  called  to  bear  heavy  burdens.  A few  years 
ago  you  could  not  have  borne  such  burdens.  You  were  then  too  weak, 
^t  now  you  are  strong.  You  are  perhaps  not  quite  so  good  as  Elder 
Kelsey  has  represented  you,  but  still  you  are  good  men.  The  work  of  the 
Lord  has  greatly  increased  in  this  place  ; and  still  it  is  your  privilege  to  do 
much  good.  You  are  now  great.  There  are  many  of  you  who  have 

further  information  upon  this  subject,  see  Conference  Report  for  January  4th, 
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charge  ovef  far  more  people  than  I had  when  I was  the  President  of  the 
London  Conference  Ten  Years  ago.  We  have  had  some  of  your  assistance 
in  the  Italian,  as  also  in  the  other  European  Missions,  and  for  this  you  will 
be  abundantly  rewarded.  These  Missions,  including  translating  and 
publishing,  have  cost  some  thousands  of  pounds  sterling ; yet  we  have  not 
made  much  ado  about  it.  We  have  gone  forth  in  the  name  of  Israel’s  God, 
and  we  have  sown  the  seed  of  eternal  truth,  and  it  will  germinate  and  grow 
in  defiance  of  the  combined  hostility  of  the  powers  of  earth  and  hell.” 

President  Kelsey  said,  “ I wish  to  say  a few  words  respecting  sabbath 
schools,  and  the  book  agency.  Let  your  sabbath  schools  be  promptly 
attended  to.  for  they  are  the  ‘ Nurseries  of  precious  spirits,’  who  are 
destined  to  act  a prominent  part  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  Give  all  constant 
encouragement  to  those  whom  you  may  appoint  to  the  management  of  your 
schools,  and  also  to  those  who  may  be  disposed  to  take  an  active  part  in 
teaching  the  children.  Respecting  the  book  agency  I would  say,  we  have 
a good  assortment  of  stationery  on  hand,  and  if  you  want  record  books, 
copy  books,  or  books  of  any  description,  comeand  purchase  them  at  the  office.” 

Elder  Wallace  said,  “ As  the  authorities  of  five  Conferences  are  here, 
the  present  wiU  be  a proper  time  for  me  to  speak  a few  words.  One  year 
ago  a Conference  was  held  in  this  place,  and  I was  led,  as  I believe  by  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord,  to  send  a number  of  men  out  to  preach  the  Gospel  in 
new  places.  At  that  time  some  persons  thought  it  was  not  wise  to  do  so, 
but  many  good  men  have  gone  forth,  and  scores  and  hundreds  of  people 
have  heard  their  voices  and  found  that  they  were  the  ‘ True  Shepherds.’  We 
were  all  sheep  once,  and  kept  our  first  estate,  and  were  sent  forth  to  this 
earth,  but  some  have  fallen  among  wolves  and  been  destroyed.  Many  good 
people  know  that  we  are  the  servants  of  the  Lord,  but  they  do  not  obey 
our  words  immediately  on  hearing  them,  but  the  Lord  wiU  open  their 
way  before  them,  and  they  will  yet  rejoice  in  the  truth.” 

Meeting  closed  at  11  o’Clock,  p.m.,  with  blessing  from  Elder  Snow. 


SABBATH  MORNING. 

Meeting  opened  with  singing.  Prayer  by  Elder  WaUace. 

President  Kelsey  arose  and  said,  “ Brethren  and  sisters,  it  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  I assemble  with  you  this  morning.  It  is  in  all  probability  the 
last  time  that  I shall  assemble  with  you  in  this  land.  I shall  this  day  close 
my  labours  as  President  of  the  London  Conference,  and  I pray  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  may  be  with  us,  that  unanimity  of  feeling  may  characterise 
all  our  proceedings.  I will  not  make  many  more  remarks  at  present,  but 
wiU  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the  business  of  the  day.  In  a Council  of  the 
Presidents  of  Branches  held  on  last  evening,  a Report  of  the  various 
Branches  was  given  in.  I will  now  read  you  the  aggregate.*  * * The 
Branches  are  generally  in  good  order,  and  I now  commend  and  leave  my 
blessing  upon  all  the  Presidents.  They  have  generally  carried  out  my 
instructions  to  the  very  letter.  Brethren  continue  to  uphold  those  who  are 
placed  over  you  in  the  Lord,  Never  seek  to  thwart  their  purposes,  for 
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that  is  the  work,  and  it  proceeds  from  the  spirit  of  apostacy.  The  Eternal 
Father  sent  Jesus  Christ  into  the  world — not  to  do  his  own  will,  but  the  will 
of  him  that  sent  him.  Jesus  Christ  sent  the  Twelve  Apostles  into  the 
world — not  to  do  their  own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  who  sent  them.  The 
Twelve  sent  the  Seventies  forth — not  to  do  their  own  will,  but  the  will  of 
those  who  sent  them.  Who  does  not  see  that  if  the  will  of  the  Twelve 
was  done  by  the  Seventies,  that  of  the  Saviour  by  the  Twelve,  and  that  of 
the  Eternal  Father  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  will  of  the  Eternal  Father 
was  done  by  all  ? No  man  can  stand  in  this  church,  unless  he  sustains 
those  whom  Grod  hath  placed  over  him.  Upon  this  hangs  all  the  Law  and 
the  Prophets.  There  is  no  glory  without  submission  to  the  head.  Brethren, 
teach  this  to  the  saints  over  whom  you  have  the  oversight.  To  the 
Presidents  of  Branches  I would  say,  * Let  those  who  rule,  rule  in  long- 
suffering  and  forbearance,  for  this  kind  of  government  becometh  the  servants 
of  the  Most  High  God.’ 

“ I will  now  lay  before  you  the  resolutions  which  we  have  to  pass.” 

Resolved : — ^That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Brigham  Young,  Heber  C.  Kimball, 
and  Willard  Richards,  as  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  in  all  the  world. 

Resolved ; — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Orson  Hyde  as  the  President,  and 
Parley  P.  Pratt,  Orson  Pratt,  Wilford  Woodruff,  John  Taylor, 
George  A.  Smith,  Amasa  Lyman,  Ezra  T.  Benson,  Charles  C.  Rich, 
Lorenzo  Snow,  Erastus  Snow,  and  Franklin  D.  Richards,  as  members 
of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 

Resolved  : — ^That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Franklin  D.  Richards,  as  the 
President  of  the  British  Conferences,  with  Elders  George  B.  Wallace, 
and  Levi  Richards  as  his  Counsellers. 

Resolved : — ^That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  John  Taylor,  and  the 
brethren  associated  with  him  in  the  French  Mission. 

Resolved: — ^That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Lorenzo  Snow,  and  the 
brethren  associated  with  him  in  the  Italian  and  India  Missions. 
Resolved : — ^That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Erastus  Snow,  and  the 
brethren  associated  with  him  in  the  Danish  Mission. 

Resolved: — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  the  various  Presidents  of  Con- 
ferences in  the  British  Isles. 

Resolved : — That  we  receive,  uphold,  and  sustain  Elder  Jacob  Gates,  as  the 
President  of  the  London,  Reading,  Kent,  and  Essex  Conferences. 
Resolved : — That  we  receive,  uphold,  and  sustain  Elder  James  Marsden,  as 
the  President  of  the  London  Conference. 

Resolved: — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Thos.  C.  Armstrong  as  the 
Clerk  of  the  Conference. 

Resolved  : — That  this  Conference  highly  approve  of  the  past  conduct  and

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Elder  Armstrong,  at  the  call  of  Elder  Kelsey,  came  forward  and  gave  a 
report  of  the  Perpetu^  Emigration  Fund,  for  information,  see  Tabular  Report.

After  the  above  Financial  Statements  were  referred  to,  the  meeting 
was  then  closed  by  singing,  and  prayer  by  President  Richards. 


AFTERNOON. 

Meeting  opened  with  singing.  Prayer  by  Elder  Marsden. 

President  Richards  arose,  and  said,  “ I had  quite  concluded  that  I must 
forego  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  you  to-day  on  account  of  the  multipli- 
city of  my  business,  but  when  I thought  of  this  mighty  gathering  in  London, 
I considered  that  although  I might  not  contribute  to  the  forwarding  of  the 
business  of  the  day,  yet  I might  get  refreshed  in  my  spirit. 

“ As  I realize  that  I stand  in  the  metropolis  of  the  most  powerful  nation 
of  the  earth,  I feel  disposed  to  thank  God  who  has  guided  the  great  work 
up  to  its  present  state. 

“ We  do  not  stop  to  be  governed  by  the  popular  method  of  doing 
business,  and  hence  Elder  Kelsey  has  proceeded  in  a plain  matter  of  fact 
way  in  the  business  transactions  of  the  day.  The  beginning  and  the  end  of 
the  religions  of  the  day  is  money  and  respectability : they  will  give  you  their 
prayers,  faith,  and  influence,  but  if  you  ask  them  for  money  they  will  for- 
sake you.  I am  not  inclined  to  let  every  man  have  my  soul’s  eternal 
interests  in  his  hands,  but  if  a man  wants  a little  money,  I can  freely  give 
him  that.  When  I can  trust  a man’s  counsels  respecting  my  eternal 
welfare,  I can  most  readily  trust  his  counsels  respecting  my  temporal  wel- 
fare. When  I appoint  a man  to  preside  over  a conference,  I appoint  him 
to  counsel  the  saints  in  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual  things.  I have  the 
greatest  confidence  in  the  men  who  have  been  appointed  over  these  confer- 
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ences.  I have  thought  it  best  to  appoint  Elder  Gates  to  the  pastoral  care 
of  them  all,  and  I will  now  call  upon  Elder  Hyde  to  read  his  letter  of 
appointment. 

“ Elder  Hyde  having  read  the  same,  Elder  Richards  then  resumed  his 
remarks,  by  saying  that  Elder  Marsden  will  be  the  President  of  the  London 
Conference  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  and  Elders  Squires,  Slack,  and 
Lewis  will  be  the  Presidents  of  their  respective  Conferences,  and  Elder 
Gates  will  take  the  oversight  of  them  all.” 

President  Kelsey  said,  “ Dear  brethren  and  sisters,  I have  been  in  your 
midst  about  one  year,  and  I have  had  great  joy  in  all  my  labours  among 
you.  My  prayer  to  God  from  the  first  was,  that  I might  do  all  things 
acceptably  in  his  sight,  I beheve  I have  done  so,  and  my  brethren  in  the 
Priesthood  above  me  believe  it,  and  this  is  a source  of  great  happiness  to 
me.  I have  had  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  my  brethren  of  the 
Twelve  since  I came  on  my  mission  to  this  country  than  ever  I had  before, 
and  the  more  I know  of  them  the  more  I love  them,  for  they  are 
good  men,  and  their  confidence  and  good-will  are  very  dear  to  me.  My 
present  determination  is  to  persevere  in  the  good  work  of  God.  I do  not 
know  what  may  befal  me  in  the  future,  but  my  present  purpose  is  to  go 
onward  to  the  victory.  I know  that  if  I do  not  do  my  duty  to-day  L am  as 
liable  to  be  overcome  by  the  spirit  of  apostacy  as  any  other  man.  I ask  an 
interest  in  your  prayers,  that  I may  overcome  all  evil,  and  be  saved  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

“ I have  a few  remarks  to  make  respecting  my  predecessors  ; I have 
always  rendered  to  them  all  due  honor ; they  have  done  a good  work. 
Elder  Banks  gave  the  work  of  God  a mighty  impetus,  and  the  effects  of  his 
capacious  intellect  and  singular  eloquence,  quickened  by  the  spirit  and 
power  of  the  God  of  Israel,  are  manifest  and  clear  throughout  this  Confer- 
ence : I am  glad  to  see  his  name  made  honorable  mention  of  in  the  Star  as 
having  acted  a prominent  part  in  the  late  demonstrations  in  Great  Salt 
Lake  City.  When  Elder  Banks  left  this  country.  Elder  Margetts  took 
hold  of  the  work  like  a man  of  God,  and  rolled  it  forward.  The  only  feel- 
ing of  this  heart  towards  those  men  is,  that  they  may  be  blessed,  and 
abundantly  rewarded  for  the  great  and  good  work  which  they  have  done. 
It  now  falls  to  my  lot  to  leave  you,  and  return  to  the  bosom  of  ray  family  : 
I rejoice  to  leave  you  in  such  good  hands  for  you  are  a good  people : the 
men  who  will  succeed  me  are  good  men,  and  they  will  be  made  a great 
blessing  to  vou.  I am  sorry  to  part  from  you,  but  this  feeling  is  counter- 
acted by  the  joy  which  I experience  in  the  prospect  of  meeting  my  dear 
family.  I leave  my  blessing  with  you,  and  hope  ere  long  to  see  many  of 
you  in  a better  land.” 

The  meeting  was  then  concluded  in  due  form. 


EVENING. 

Meeting  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  Snow. 

Elder  Snow  arose  and  said,  " I can  never  forget  the  circumstances  of 
this  Conference  some  ten  years  ago.  I remember  when  I and  my  brethren 
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were  here  at  that  time  we  liad  no  difficulty  in  getting  out  at  the  small  door ; 
we  had  never  more  than  some  twenty  hearers  for  months  together  : in  such 
circumstances  it  was  not  very  pleasant.  Father  Cooper  remembers  these 
things,  and  no  doubt  rejoices  to  see  this  great  congregation.  This  pros- 
perity naturally  begets  confidence  in  the  great  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged.  We  are  like  Jesus  in  regard  to  this  world : he  had  many  painful 
scenes  to  pass  through,  yet  he  conquered,  and  was  independent  of  the 
world : — and  so  are  we,  for  we  have  received  nothing  from  them  but 
persecution.  It  is  by  the  power  of  the  Almighty  that  we  have  succeeded. 
If  we  have  good  prospects  in  the  future,  it  is  not  because  any  of  the  reli- 
gious societies  have  lent  us  their  aid  ; it  is  because  God  is  with  us.  Yet 
we  are  willing  to  give  our  lives  to  save  them  ; indeed  this  is  what  we  are 
doing  every  day.” 

Elder  Richards  said,  " Elder  Kelsey  has  desired  me  to  arise  and  speak 
to  you.  I freely  respond  to  the  call,  although  I'felt  quite  willing  that  Elder 
Snow  should  occupy  as  much  time  as  he  pleased,  for  in  all  probability  he  will 
not  have  another  privilege  of  meeting  so  many  saints  for  some  time.  We 
have  not  been  sent  here  altogether  for  others  to  save  us,  but  we  must  do 
much  towards  saving  ourselves.  Every  duty  that  is  enjoined  upon  the  saint 
of  God,  is  imposed  upon  him  in  order  to  ascertain  how  much  heavier  a duty 
may  be  laid  upon  him  with  safety.”  Elder  Richards  made  many  other 
remarks  on  the  subjects  of  emigration  and  tithing, — much  information  upon 
which  may  be  found  in  No.  2 of  Vol.  xiv.  Star. 

Elder  Marsden  said,  " I wish  to  intimate  to  the  Presidents  of  the 
branches  of  the  London  Conference,  that  they  are  requested  to  send  me  a 
monthly  report  of  their  respective  branches  ou  the  first  day  of  every  month. 
For  the  time  being  they  will  please  to  address  their  letters  to  35,  Jewin 
Street,  City.  When  I have  obtained  a house,  I shall  request  President 
Richards  to  publish  my  address  in  the  Star,  and  then  they  may  address  me 
at  my  own  residence.  The  monthly  Priesthood  meeting  will  be  held  as 
usual  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month. 

" I, — I was  going  to  thank  my  brethren  for  what  they  have  said  to  us, 
but  the  best  way  of  thanking  a man  for  what  he  says  is,  to  reduce  to  prac- 
tice the  principles  which  he  advocates.  To  this  end  may  the  Lord  bless  us 
all,  Amen.” 

Moved  and  carried,  that  this  Conference  of  the  Authorities  of  the 
London,  Reading,  Kent,  Essex,  and  Land’s  End  Conferences 
be  adjourned  sine  die. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  London  Conference  be  adjourned 
until  the  first  Sunday  in  June,  1852.

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TO  THE  PRESIDENTS  OF  THE  BRANCHES  IN  THE  LONDON 
CONFERENCE. 

Dear  Brethren, — Being  called  to  sustain  the  relationship  of  President  towards 
you,  I embrace  the  present  opportunity  of  addressing  you  upon  a few  things  of  impor- 
tance to  you,  to  me,  and  to  all  who  love  the  Cause  of  Truth. 

You  are  a highly  privileged  body  of  men.  You  hold  authority  from  the  Ruler  of  the 
Universe — a power  for  good  unto  your  fellow  men,  and  all  your  legal  administrations  are 
sanctioned  by  the  high  Court  of  Heaven.  You  occupy  a prominent  position  in  the 
sphere  of  your  individual  labors.  You  are  appointed  to  counsel  the  saints  in  all  things — 
to  teach  them  to  obey  those  whom  God  has  placed  over  them.  Your  conduct  in  this 
respect  is,  and  will  be  known.  “ Thou  that  teachest  another  to  obey  the  law  through 
breaking  the  law  dishonorest  thou  God?”  Thou  that  teachest  a man  to  obey  his 
superiors,  dost  thou  obey  thy  superiors  ? Now  is  the  time  for  you  to  distinguish  your- 
selves  as  confidential  men  in  the  kingdom  of  God — men  who  will  do  their  duty.  You 
have  now  the  privilege  of  shewing  who  and  what  you  are — your  pedigree,  character,  and 
destiny.  Every  day’s  conduct  will  tell  upon  your  future  position,  either  for  weal  or 
for  woe. 

With  your  spedal  calling  to  the  presidency  of  branches,  is  given  spirit  and  power  to 
enable  you  to  discharge  the  duties,  which  do,  or  may  in  time  to  come,  devolve  upon  you. 
The  man  who  does  not  fully  believe  this,  either  never  understood  the  nature  of  a calling 
from  God,  with  its  power  and  privileges,  or  he  is  a subject  of  the  hardening  and  darkening 
influence  of  the  wicked  one.  Such  a man  can  have  no  faith  in,  and  consequently  cannot 
do  the  work  of  the  Lord.  “ I can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengtheneth  me,” 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  will  surely  strengthen  aU  his  faithful  servants,  to  do  that  which  he 
hath  appointed  them  to  do.  This  being  the  case,  where  is  the  propriety  in  making  excuses 
for  habitually  neglecting  to  carry  out  the  measures  of  the  Church  ? Men  who  do  this  can 
only  retain  their  stations  on  sufferance  for  a little  season.  Mercy,  forbearance,  and 
perhaps  expediency,  tolerate  them  for  a time,  but  approbation  and  confidence  cannot 
flourish  towards  them  in  the  minds  of  the  people.  How  degrading  to  a noble  and  sensitive 
mind  to  be  a mere  creature  of  expediency ! Arise  ye  heralds  of  heavenly  truth,  and 
maguiiy  your  honorable  calling,  and  heaven  will  reciprocate  your  noble  deeds. 

We  do  not  look  immediately  to  the  saints  to  carry  out  the  various  measures  of  the 
Church,  but  mediately  through  their  respective  presidents.  The  saints  are  responsible 
to  the  presidents  of  branches,  the  presidents  of  branches  to  the  president  of  the 
conference,  and  the  president  of  the  conference  to  those  who  preside  over  him,  and  so  on 
until  we  arrive  at  the  first  presidency  of  the  Church,  who  are  amenable  to  the  authority 
which  governs  them,  and  thus  a chain  of  responsibility  runs  throughout  the  whole 
Church. 

The  president  of  a branch  is  the  main-spring  of  action  to  the  particular  organisation 
with  which  he  stands  connected,  and  when  he  acts  diligently  and  in  righteoiuness  he 
gives  life  and  energy  to  the  body. 
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The  success  of  an  effort  greatly  depends  upon  the  spirit  and  tone  in  which  it  is  per- 
formed. Harsh  words  stir  up  strife,  but  words  of  love  and  truth  will  turn  away  wrath. 
Convince  a man  that  you  love  him,  that  you  are  his  true  friend,  that  you  labor  to  bless 
him,  aud  promote  his  welfare,  and  you  will  need  but  little  argument  to  convince  him 
that  your  testimony  is  true.  If  a man  doubt  your  veracity,  your  testimony  will  be  of 
little  importance  to  him.  It  is  said  of  the  Almighty,  “ We  love  him  because  he  first 
loved  us,”  and  I apprehend  we  love  and  believe  in  the  testimony  of  his  servants,  because 
they  first  loved  and  brought  salvation  unto  us.  The  word  of  the  Lord  unto  us  is,  “ No 
man  can  assist  to  bring  forth  my  work  except  he  be  meek  and  humble  before  me.”  The 
truth  of  this  declaration  is  obvious,  for  the  opposites  of  meekness  and  humility  are  of 
the  evil  one.  Let  us  then  go  forth  “prosperously  because  of  truth,  meekness;  and 
righteousness.” 

The  first  Presidency  of  the  Church  have  made  a call  upon  the  smnts  in  the  British 
Isles  for  an  offering,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  to  build  a Glorious  Temple  in  Great 
Salt  Lake  City,  and  ere  this  address  appears  in  print  the  proportion  of  money  required  from 
the  branches  in  the  London  Conference  will  be  forwarded  to  the  presidents,  who  are 
requested  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  saints,  in  a kind  and  generous  spirit,  without  delay. 
All  the  counsel  given,  and  the  measures  which  were  adopted  at  conference,  will  require 
the  immediate  and  constant  attention  of  the  brethren.  We  have  no  time  to  lose.  We 
have  work  enough  before  us  to  occupy  every  moment.  Therefore  let  the  duties  of  every 
day  be  performed  in  proper  season,  and  all  will  be  well. 

A WORD  TO  THE  OFFICERS  IN  GENERAL. — Every  true  friend  of  God  will  use  his 
utmost  endeavours  to  strenghen  the  hands  of  his  president.  Whoever  will  pursue  an 
opposite  course  is  an  enemy  to  the  government  of  God. 

The  foregoing  remarks  have  not  been  called  forth  by  a want  of  confidence  in  the 
integrity  of  purpose,  nor  yet  in  the  purity  of  the  intelligence  by  which  my  brethren  are 
actuated,  but  were  written  for  the  purpose  of  making  known  my  own  feelings  and 
sentiments,  and  of  resuscitating  and  calling  into  energetic  action  every  noble  aspiration 
of  your  souls ; for  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  requires  magnanimous 
minds  to  grasp,  and  faithful  men  to  labor  in  it. 

You  will  receive  these  observations  in  the  spirit  in  which  they  are  penned.  My 
confidence  in  you  forbids  all  misgivings  on  this  head.  Hoping  that  no  abatement  of 
effort  but  that  an  increase  of  wise  activity  may  characterise  your  exertions  during  the 
present  year,  and  praying  that  you  may  have  much  joy  in  your  exemplary  labors.
